disease is on the decline. This is a.state- 
ment from a, bulletin of .the. university, 
which has just been, issued by Dean H 
L. .'Russell 'and 'Conrad Hoffmann. 
Ac- 


cording to. the-statistics there has been 
a decline in the per cent of. animals, re- 
a'ctiug from 17.7 per cent in 1906, to 5.6 
per cent .in 1008. The serious phase, of 
the situation, as viewed by Dean Rus- 
sell . is the comparatively large number 
of herds infected. In 1W>6, about 48 per 
cent,, or almost half of.the herds were 
infected and.'in 1908 ' about 
24 .per 


cent, or leas than one-fourth, contained 
the disease. .In 1906 about 12. per cent 
of the animals were infected and .in-1908 
lesK than 4 per cent. The evidence col- 
lected shows that the 
most. . common 


"mode of herd infection is through the 
purchase of infected animals._ Of ' 363 
herds found diseased in 1908, 263 or over 
72 per cent, were infected through pur: 


chase.

The distribution, of the disease-in the 


state is indicated to- some degree by the 
tests, which , have ' been made.

show that. Dr.-.Russell finds'the disease

Jetted,;while less than. 18 per cent in 
the northern two-thirds of the state have 
the," disease. In the south'.over. 10 per

ing', the disease in northern Wisconsin, 
which is becoming one 
of^thc 'large 


dairy'sections of the country. . • 


Effective Education. 


Since tuberculin testing was begun in 


1S92, 
a 'total of 72.63S animals have 


been -tested, 46,121 by the experiment 
station;and 26,517 by the state.veterin- 
arian. 
The increase in the number of 


tests made has been most rapid "during 
the past two years, as in 1908 -the ex- 
periment-station made 27,202 tests and 
the state veterinarian 13,791, a total of 
40,993.• .The .state-has paidtto owners 
two-thirds'Of the value of reacting "ani- 
mals. 


"The educational campaign has been 


conducted by means of addresses, print- 
ed bulletins and post-mortem demonstra- 
tions," says the bulletin. "The demon-, 
stratio'ns have '• proved most convincing 
end thousands of farmers have-been led 
to apply the -tuberculin' tests to their 
herds'after observing its accuracy,.' as 
shown by animals killed at.the demon-, 
strations. At points in the. state where- 
such demonstrations have been -held, the

"In the spring of 1855 1 began to write 


editorials for the Advocate advising far- 
mers to stop raising

It. did not seem to 


take very much impression at that time, 
but when I was in Milwaukee in .lan- 
uary, 1903 with an invalid wife, I at- 
tended the Wisconsin- Cheesemakers So- 
ciety's convention, which was hold for 
three days. One of the speakers in his 
address "stated that the last year the 
dairymen of Wisconsin had received over 
$40,000,000 for the products 
of 
their 


dairys, and expected.this to be increased 
the next year. I then realized that my 
efforts had not been entirely, fruitless, 
as in tho fall "f 1855, cheese and most of 
the butter sold in Racine was imported 
from Cleveland, 0., and Buffalo, X. 


• 
Amputated Leg Pained Him 


"In the spring of ISoti. 1 took John 


Tapley into partnership with me in pub- 
lishing the Advocate, and that was the 
year of the Fremont campaign for the 
presidency. In one of The meetings dur- 
ing the campaizn we' used an old iron 
cannon in firing salutes. It was located 
in front of Major Throup's .livery stable, 
back of the Baker House, and by a pre- 
mature discharge of the gun, Ezra Search 
was so badly injured that one of his 
legs had to be amputated, and after sev- 
eral weeks' suffering, he died. 
During 


his suffering he complained that the am- 
putated leg pained him dreadfully, 'it 
had becB buried in. Mound Cemtery, and 
he wanted it dug up and straightened. 
His friends finally did so, and after that 
he made no further complaint. 


Election of Doolittle. 


"In September, during that campaign, 


Honorable ,Tas.~ R. Doqlittle, who wa.s 
then Circuit Judge, of the .First District, 
came out for the Republican party and 
took the stump for Fremont and Dayton, 
but 'before doing so he demanded 
a 


pledge of the Republican leaders that 
the members of the legislature from Ra- 
cine county tilectcd in the fall, should be 
friendly.-to his election to .the United 
States "Senate, and' he promised Tapley 
and myself that if we had a Republican 
president during-his ter mof .office. On 
•hould have the Racine postoffice. 
On 


our part we were to commence issuing 
a daily Racine Advocate the first day 
of January. 1857, advorating his election 
as United" States1 senator. Things-work- 
ed out-alright, and after a bitter con- 
test in the legislature, he wxis elcctcu.

"The pa.nic-of 1857 was severe and 


long continued. 
There were a, great 


many bank failures, and very little mon- 
ey in circulation.. In 
September 
we 


hired a span of horses and a lumber wag- 
on, and Sir. Tapley spent several weeks 
in traveling around the county collecting 
farm produce of various kinds in pay- 
ment of our,,subBCribers' dues.

We kept up that or' 
ganization for over twenty years.

for 75,000 volunteers for thrcc_ months 
service to put down the rebellion. We 
raised one company of infantry in Ra 
cine which subsequently became Com 
puny F in the Second Regiment of the 
Wisconsin infantry in the Iron Brigade 
In Racine we organized The Racine Sol- 
diers' Aid Society, to take care of the 
families of volunteers who had gone to 
the front and gathered up hospital sup- 
plies for the troops in the field. _The so- 
ciety was managed, by an executive com- 
mittee through the-entire war. The 
committee consisted of A. G.' Hartshorn, 
Mrs William K. Wording, Mrs. S. N. 
Ive«, Mrs. Dr. Shepherd, and A. C. San- 
ford. The Advocate at that time was on 
the third floor of the Masonic Building 
und we had the entire floor. There was 
one room at the northwest corner which 
was 20 by 60 feet in size, it had been 
occupied1 by the city council, but it had 
moved to a'nother building. At that time 
Isaac Taylor, who h«ld u. mortgage on 
the building, collected the rents. I fit- 
ted up the room for the Soldiers' Aid So- 
ciety, and it was headquarters for the 
volunteers. 
Camp Utlcy was establish- 


ed on the vacant ground . between 
the 


southern limits of the city and Racine 
college, and very soon the Fourth Infan- 
try was placed" in camp there and also 
several batteries. I borrowed a cottage 
organ so that we could have music, arid 
there were some good singers among the 
volunteers au.d the young ladies used to 
go over there evenings. One of the fa- 
vorite songs wa> 'John Brown's Body 
Lies Mouldering in the Grave.' One ev- 
ening soon after they commenced singing 
this song, I met Mr. Taylor in .Winslow's 
book store, and he asked me why I did 
not stop
